When the Russian soldiers arrived in 
Germany during this past war and saw 
the komes in which the working people 
were living, they thought these Ger- 
mans were capitalists., Now these sol- 
diess who are returning to Russia are 
being sent by train loads to Siberia 
to work as slaves in mines so they can 
not tell the Russian people what they 
have seen in other countries.

We have often expressed disbelief in the 
United Nations, We feel that for two reasons 
there is not the slightest basis to believe 
it can succeed: First, because human nature 
is what it is; and, second, because Soviet 
Russia, by the assertions and admission of 
her leaders, including the late Lenin and 
the still living Stalin, places no importance 
on what we Anglo-Saxons know as the 
TRUTH. Soviet Russians will lie and de- 
ceive to whatever extent necessary. ‘The 
boss and the stooges of the Soviet govern- 
ment have openly boasted that truth is: of 


~no-importance—that an oath does not ‘bind= 


them., And yet our simple-minded, rainbow- 
chasing, ‘idealistic Americans won’t have it 
that this is so. They join, against sceptics 
like ourselves, in the epithets of “fascist,” 
“anti-Semite,” etc., etc. These are,.of course, 
the epithets prepared for them by those very 
Soviet ‘Russians,

We believe we should forthwith adopt 


the following policy with respect to Soviet . 


Russia: 
First, we should outlaw the Communist 
Party in the United States; deport every 


Party member who is not a citizen; and re-. 


voke the citizenship of every alien-born 
citizen who is a Communist and ship him 
back to his own country. And we: should 
ship te some remote island every citizen 
of the United States who is a card-holding 
member of er a contributor to the Com- 
munist Party. . 

Second, we should provide the death penal- 
ty for every card-holding Communist Party 
. member who holds public office and does 
not resign from that office within ten days 
after the signing by the President of the act 
that makes these provisions; and we should 
provide life imprisonment for every office- 
holder proven to have been a cooperator 
with “Communists, and who likewise does 
not resign. ‘ 

Third, we should root out and deport 
every secret spy of Soviet Russia, and if 
he has violated any of our laws, he should 
be punished to the limit. The Communist 
Red, arrested as a spy in the State of 
Washington, was freed by a jury that un- 
questionably had been brought under Com- 
munist pressure of every kind. Incidentally, 
the freeing of this man will tend to discour- 
age the FBI from arrésting any more Soviet 
Russian spies. 

Fourth, no Russian citizen should be ad- 
mitted to the United States except under 
regulations as strict as those now enforced 
by Russia against Americans, 

Fifth, we should forbid the export, di- 
rectly or indirectly, of any more goods or 
services of any nature to Soviet Russia. We 
should issue no passports to American cit- 
izens to visit Russia. 

You say this would lead to war with 
Russia? But, Russia has been at war against 
the United States since 1919; for all this 
time.she has planned to overthrow the Am- 
erican government by force. And she is 
at-war against us today—on a far vaster 
scale than ever before. She now feets certain 
we will fall. She believes the prey is almost 


within her grasp. And unless Americans ~ 


rise up and compel their government to 
have a policy, her estimate will prove correct. 

This proposed policy is not directed 
against the Russian people. It would work 
forttheir benefit. For 95% of them have 


been enslaved by the gang in control, just 
as that gang——aided by its American collab- 
orators.will enslave us if we don’t prevent 
it.

The world’s most.important problem to- 
day is to combat Communism. Since so 
little attention is given to this problem in 
spite of its vital importance to the: people 
of the world we print this article to help . 
you to understand Communist .methods, 


Communists today still use the organize, 
disorganize, reorganize plan that has, been 
used by revolutionist liberalists for cen- 
turies. First, the Communists organize 
themselves; second, they disorganize the 
nations. of, the world by inducing them to 
overthrow their government; third, they 
reorganize by inflicting tyrannical rule upon 
the people. A more detailed account.of each 
stage or step is given in, the following par- 
agraphs. , : 


First, .a conspirator who has achieved 
great fame and reputation in some import- 
ant field, manages to contact important 
leaders of a nation ,such as perhaps a lead- 
ing government official, church leader, or 
wealthy citizen, and tries to induce them 
to léad an unmoral life, a life of sensuality, 
diversion, pride, luxury or graft. When 
success in this venture has been achieved, 
the conspirators form a revolutionary secret 
society, whose members are given to the 
task of educating the people with the false 
idea and un that unparal- 
leled liberty, equality and privileges for the 
workers would be gained by them if they 
would overthrow and abolish the rights of 
private property owners, the existing gov- 
ernment, church leaders, and wealthy cit- 
izens. The conspirator tells the people of 
the vices of certain important men and says 
the whole system should be overthrown. 


The liberalism infected nations are to 
go through the following transitory stages: 
the liberty stage, when truth is placed on 
the same level as falsehood; the confused, 
anarchy and degeneracy stage, when there 
is very little law and order left either civilly 
or morally, This is the time the conspirators 
strike, and revolution and Communization 
are near, 

As soon as any honest government or 
group opposes these imposters, they man- 
age to gain unity, solidarity and even new 
members, by simply crying out, “We are 

; therefore we must stick 
together. We are being persecuted because 
we are for labor, we are for Mtherty, we are 
for equality.”

(Testimony of William Z. Foster, Am- 
erica’s No. 1 Communist Leader, be- 
fore Congressional Committee) 


Question—Does the Communist Party ad- 
vocate the abolition and destruction of 
religious beliefs? 

Answer(s by Foster)—-Our party considers 
religion to be the opium of the people, 
as Karl Marx stated, and we carry on 
propaganda for the liquidation of ‘these 
prejudices among the workers. 


Question—Can members of the Commun- 
ist Party in Russia be married in the church 
and maintain religious beliefs of that 
nature, and practice them? 

Answer—A member of the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union who would be 
married in a church would not be of any 
value to the Communist Party. 


Q:—Could he maintain his membership in 
the Party? 
A:—He would not. 


Q:—He would be put out of the Party? 
A:—Eventually, if not for that specific act. 


Q:—Would it not be the same in this coun- 
try? t 

A:—As | stated before, workers who would 
be so imbued with religious superstitions 
that they would be married in a.church 
would be’ of no value to the Communist 
Party. 


Q:—And the same thing would happen. to 
them in this country that happens to them 
in Russia? 

A:—Of course. 

(Following is Foster's testimony before 
the same committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives on another occasion). 


‘Q:—Are the Communists in this country 
opposed to our republican form of gov- 
ernment? 

A:—tThe capitalistic democracy—most as- 
suredly. 


Q:—And they desire to overthrow it by 
revolutionary methods? 

A:—I would like to read from the program 
of the Communist International at this 
point, The Communist International pro- 
gram says: “The conquest of power by 
the proletariat does not mean peaceful 
capturing of ready-made bourgeois state 
machinery by means of iamentary 
majority. The bourgeois resorts to every 
means of violence and terror to safeguard 
and stre its predatory property and 
political ination”. 

Q:—That is, what you advoeate is a change 
of our republican form of government 
and the substituting of the Soviet form 
of government? 

A:—I have stated that a number of times. 

Q:—Now, if I understand you, the workers 
in this country look upon the Soviet Un- 
ion as their country. Is that right? 

A:—The more advanced workers do. 


Q:—They look upon the Soviet flag as 
their flag? 

A:—The workers of this country and the 
workers of every country have only one 
flag and THAT FLAG IS THE RED 
FLAG. 

Q:—Would you mind stating to the Com- 
mittee the aims and principles of the 
Communist Patry? 

A:—The aims and principles of the Com- 
munist Party, briefly stated, are to or- 
ganize the workers to defend their in- 
terests under the capitalistic system and 
eventually abolish the capitalist system 


and to. establish a workers’ and farmers’ 


government, | 


Q:—Does the Communist Party advocate 
the confiscation of all private property? 
A:—The Communist Party advocates the 
,overthrow of the capitalist system and 
the confiscation of the social necessities 
of life; that is, the basic industries and 
, Other industries for producing the means 

of livelihood for the people. 


Foster summed up the Communist ob- 
jectives as: 1.—Organizing the workers; 
2.—Gaining controt of ‘the labor unions; 
3.—Overthrowing the capitalist system by 
seizure of industries; 4.—Establishing a one- 
party government in Washington, run by 
Communists, 

At one time Foster wrote that ““The Com- 
munist is unscruplous in his choice of wea- 


pons. He allows no consideration of legality, . 


religion, patriotism, honor, duty, etc., to 
stand in the way of his adoption of effective 
tactics.”

people from all, walks. of life leap, to the 
aid of these impostors arid swell their ranks, 
while honest people are abused and dis- 
credited. 

The doctrine of one important liberalist 
conspirator some centuries ago was that 
there are two ways to destroy a people, one 
way is to exterminate them, the other way 
is to liberate them. When youNiberate them, 
you induce them to destroy themselves; by 
indoctrinating them with false ideas and 
unworkable theories, thereby causing them 
to break the laws of nature as well as the 
laws of good society. 

Any treatment short of extermination, 
or more than false liberation, amounts to 
persecution. But .when you persecute a 
people, they will only unite all the more and 
finally rise up against you. It is therefore 
indispensible that we revolutionists generate 
a continual persecution among our .own 
people who will ultimately dominate the 
world. Since we are too outnumbered to 
use the open extermination plan, we must 
use the underhand circumvention liberalism 
plan, Therefore Communists continue to 
advertise persecutions and lamentations 
among themselves. 

Throughout history all peoples and na- 
tions of the world have passed through three 
periods, the period of growth, maturity and 
decay. During the growth period when 
peoples meet with tough opposition, they 
Strive to attain the necessary things of life. 
As the opposition is overcome they enter 
into the second period, that of maturity; 
they strive for constructive projects, such 
as art, music, poetry, or consolidate previous 
gains, . In the third period, that of decay, 


people seek diversions and pleasures. It is 
here where they are no. lomger concerned 
with what is nécessary or good but are out 
only in pursuit of diversion,’ sensuality, 
license, and! other excesses. This is then 
the degenerating period. 
The International~ Communist nation 
likewise passes through the three growth, 


‘maturity, and decay cycles, but they clev- 


erly keep their own people in the’ persecuted 
growth cycle, while they try to keep all other 
people of the world in decay or degener- 
ative cycle. Then the world people destroy 
everything good about themselves while the 
Communists keep promoting and generat- 
ing persecutions among themselves so as 
they remain mentafly tough and pursue 
only the necessary things of life, meanwhile 
the rest of the world softens up in luxury, 


‘pride, sensuality, disloyalty and injustice. 


Throughout history, lamentation and de- 
generation have always been a prelude to 
revolution. For example, before the year 
1789 in France, there were heard great la- 
mentations and persecutions of liberalists, 
who advocated liberty and equality. At 
the same time much publicity was given to 
the Counts, the Dukes and Nobles as to 
their graft, immorality, pride and luxury. 
Shortly afterward*a revolution was pro- 
moted. 

No doubt there are many people living 
today who remember the lamentations 
which were advertised about the persecu- 
tions at Kiev in Russia in 1905 right before 
the revolution; the lamentations which like- 
wise were advertised about the Czar’s treat- 
ment of the liberalist Nihilists in Siberia and 
St. Petersburg, and at the same time the 
nobles actually spent much time enjoying 
vodka, sensuality and luxury. All this pre- 
ceded the revolutions in 1905 and 1917. . 

Before the Spanish Civil War in 1936 
again great. persecutions were generated. 
Terrible and grim stories were told of the 
lamentations of liberalists in Spain, of the 
graft, vices, and cruelties of the Spanish 
governing body. 

As the Bible says, “By their fruits you 
shall know them”, so also we can say by 
their lamentations and degenerations we 
know of the coming Communization. 

We hope this article helps people to un- 
derstand the Communist methods. No one 
can remain neutral in this fight against Com- 
munism. We appeal to all readers to help 
spread the truth. We are fighting your 
battle for you now. .If there were not people 
like us fighting Communism, the world 
would be in Red slavery now. The one thin 
that Communists fear is that the people o 
the world will find out what the Commun- 
ists want to do with them.
